MORE PROJECTS 


Construction of a dam at a 
cost of about $8,000,000, contsruc- 
tion of a new high school cam- 
pus and completion of the Ra- 
mona freeway are at least three 
major improvement projects that 
will provide’ work and interest 
here during the next few years. 

The proposed dam, about a 
mile across the San Antonio can- 
yon has been in the “talking” 
stage for years. Today, the ac- 
tual construction period is at 
hand. Bids will be-opened by the 
VU. S. army engineers Feb. 16 for 
the actual placing of dirt, rock 
concrete and other facilities a- 
cross the dam. Incidentally, the 
dam will extend 160 feet above 
the canyon level. 

To provide actual cash for con- 
struction of the Upland high 
school a million dollars in Chaf-

CLOSE EAST APPROACHES 


All present approaches on the 
east side of the canyon will be 
closed as soon as a detour route 
is completed, the work to be done 
by the army engineering corps. 
The detour will, be ready for use 
within two weeks, according to 
indications yesterday. 

The detour will be on Twenty- 
fifth street, west of Mountain, to 
Electric avenue, Electric ave- 
nue will be extended north and 
connect with the present road to 


the Mt. Baldy resorts about a 
mile above the detour or at a 
point near the so-called Butter- 
fly ranch, owned by W. F. Hew: 
lett. The “gravity hill” approach 
to the canyon road will also be 
closed, 
ROAD READY IN AUGUST 


San Bernardino county highway 
department, with federal funds, 
is constructing a new permanent 
road Jeading into the canyon north 
of the dam site hut this will not 
be completed until August, accord- 
ing to Supervisor Will R. Mason 
of Upland. The detour route will 
be used until the new highwav 
into the canyon is paved and 
readv for permanent use. 

Mr. Mason suggested that per- 
sons from this area going into 
the canvon might find it advisable 
to get on to Mountain avenue as 
soon as possible and proceed north 
to the detour. 

The new road under construe- 
tion for use by canyon motorists 
now leads east off of Mountain 
avenue at Twenty-fourth street 
and inclines north-east through 
the San Antonio Heiehts and con- 
nects with Twentv-fifth street at 
Mountain drive. At this point it 
inclines north of. Twenty - fifth 
street an a westerly direction to 
the canvon road near the Butter- 
fly ranch. 

BIDS DUE FEBRUARY 16 


Feb. 16 is the date for the op- 
ening of bids in the construction 
of the dam. The contract to be

State's Finest 
Traffic Signals 
In Operation 


Members of Cucamonga District 
Safety council can‘look with pride 
today at the state’s finest system 
of traffic lights placed in use Mon- 
day at the intersection of Archi- 
bald avénue with Foothill boutle- 
vard (Route 66). 

It has been almost six years 
since the organization began the 
consistent and cencerted efforts 
which resulted in the installa- 
tion of the traffic signal lights at 
Cucamonga’s main intersection. 

No longer will north and souths 
bound motorists on Archibald ave- 


nue wait for Foothill boulevard 
traffic to clear in order to cross 
or turn onto the highway. Pe- 


destrian buttons on the light poles 
on the west side of the intersec- 
tion provide a means whereby 
pedestrians can change the lights 
in their favor when crossing the 
boulevard. 

Work on the new traffic signal 


system was begun early in Oc- 
tober and completed early last 
week. The lights were kept flash- 


ing last week, red on the Archi+ 
bald approaches and caution on 


the Foothill approaches, to ae- 
quaint motorists with the new 
system. 

The new installation includes 
approach islands and turning 
lanes. Signals for motorists mak- 
ing left turns off of Foothill 


boulevard are also provided.

“Worst Since 1937 Flood” 


Foothill Area 
Flooded Monday 


Heavy rains Sunday night and | 


Monday morning flooded Foothill 
boulevard (Route 66) and Arrow 
highway at points west of Up- 
land, and necessitated the evacu- 
ation of an aged store proprietor 
from his business and living quar- 
ters. Residents of the area said 
the overflow was the worst since 
the big blood ‘of 1937, 

Claremont Police department re- 
ported shortly after midnight 
Monday morning that Foothill 
boulevard was flooded in the wash 
area between Central avenue and 


Padua road. Also flooded was Ar- 
row highway at Central avenue. 
Arrow was closed in the Cueca- 


monga district when an area be- 
tween Baker and Turner avenues 
was flooded. 

MR. LEWIS EVACUATED 

John J. Lewis, $2, proprietor of 
Phe Country Store, who has been 
il] and bedfast for some consider- 
able time, was evacuated from the 
living quarters at the rear of his 
store when the interior of: the 
structure was filled with six 
inches of mud and silt while two 
feet of water swirled about out- 
side. 

Mrs. Lewis refused to leave and 
remained for several hours at 
the scene to look after the prop- 
erty, according to Deputy Sheriff 
John Woodside who was in charge 
of evacuating the aged man. 

Little property damage was 
otherwise reported in Upland, and 
two lanes of Route 66 were open. 
ed before 8 a.m. Arrow highway 
was also opened during the morn 
ing with danger signs posted at 
flooded areas. 

DEBRIS FILLS CONDUIT 

The area of Foothill bouleyard 
temporarily closed by the flood 
waters was the result of debris 
filling a conduit under the high- 
way and caused the flood waters 
coming down the wash from San 
Antonio canyon to spill over the 





main traffic artery. A highway | 
scraper and a bulldozer were 
finally necessary in clearing 
the muck and silt from the high- | 


way to permit the passage of traf- 
fic. 

The torrent of water gouged a 
canyon several feet deep along the 
east side of The Country Store, al- 
most undermining the building.

Construction of a new Chaffey administra- 
tion building on the western part of the cam- 
pus is planned as a means of providing more 
classroom and office facilities in the present 
college building on Euclid avenue and Fifth 
street. 

Members of the advisory board gave ap- 
proval to this outlay last week and it is likely 
the Chaffey board of education will officially. 
act in the near future. Apparently everyone 
close to the situation, concurs the building is 
needed. 

We have no reason to doubt the validity 
of the project. Our only concern is a state- 
ment that is contained in the prepared press 
announcements from Chaffey and the words 
used by some officials in referring to the mat- 
ter. 

“The money is available,” in general, says 
the announcement. 

For that, all of us are pleased. The fact 
the “money is available,’” however, is no rea- 
son the building should be erected. Local 
residents are willing to pay taxes and vote 
bonds for all essential facilities. of education. 

For example, if the money were not in an 
available fund, would the administration 
building be authorized? Is it needed so des- 
perately that it could be justified in a special 
bond election? 

Efficiency of the board members and school 
administration is recongized and we have 
great faith in their decisions. At the same 
time, we know how easy it is sometimes to 
spend money “just because it is in the bank.” 


This May Be The Big 
Year For March of Dimes

Delbert Dains, this year’s March of Dimes pos- 
ter boy, opened the year’s polio fund drive 
with a collection of $30 on a flight from New 
Orleans to New York. Passengers on the 
plane contributed $30 as the kick-off contribu- 


» tion for the campaign. 


Of all the fund drives dedicated to the 


| task of reducing human misery and suffering, 
| none has more appeal than the March of 
' Dimes, which is an effort to eradicate a disease 


which usually atiacks children. It is also true 


| that of all the major diseases, progress in check- 


ing the ravages of polio seems nearer at hand 
than with any other killer. 

It might well be that 1954 will mark the 
first year in which a fully effective vaccine is 
made available to large numbers of children. 
If this proves to be the case, the March of 
Dimes fund drive might eventually be curtail- 
ed. i 

An expenditure of $26,500,000 will be made 
by the National Foundation on the gamma glo- 
buliri and trial vaccine activities this year. 
Hope of victory should stir volunteer workers 
and contributors more than ever, 

Therefore, the need is greater than ever 
before, in a drive which might not be neces- 
sary in another five or ten years. f 

A good start for 1954 would he a contribu- 
tion to a great cause in behalf of the children 
of this community and the nation. 


More Sound Approach Given To 
Helping All in Medical Program 


President Eisenhower's medical aid pro- 
gram definitely turns away from the kind of 
regimentation which has been called “‘social- 
ized medicine.” His message to Congress lays 
down a sound basis: 

“Freedom, consent and individual respon- 
sibility are fundamental to our system,” he said 
in a message to Congress recently. “In the 
field of medical care this means that the tra- 
ditional relationship of the physician and his 
patient and the right of the individual to elect 
the manner of his care in illness must be pre- 
served.” 

Here is a fundamental rule to be applied 
to every proposal for governmental action in 
the field of medicine. Here is a reminder that 
should be pasted in the hats of every eager 
group of enthusiasts seeking to impose their 
own theories on fellow citizens. 

The President puts the idea of freedom in- 
to practice in two ways: by advocating volun- 
tary medical care insurance and by regulat- 
ing the federal aid to encourage the states to 
take greater responsibility for medical care 
programs. 

This basic approach and the. specific pro- 
jects recommended are certainly preferable 
to the complicated and compulsory schemes 
proposed in Washington previously. Yet, it 
should be plain that what Mr. Eisenhower is 
proposing constitutes a continuation and ex- 
tension of very large federal medical programs.

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Shortest Route Ignored? 
Diagonal Highway Is Answer 


The shortest route from the citrus valley to 
the Cajon pass is through what is known as 
the “Devore” cut-off—not through the city of 
San Bernardino. 

County highway department engineers, 
federal engineers and some engineers of the 
state highway department, and two members 
of the county board of supervisors, are in fa- 
vor of further improvement of the Devore route 
or in building what has more recently been 
called the proposed “Diagonal” highway. 

Funds are available for this construction 
with state and federal allocations being includ- 
ed. A majority block of the board of county 
supervisors, however, is not in favor of build- 
ing the “diagonal” highway. 

Very prominent in the highway picture is 
the proposed construction of a super freeway 
through the city of San Bernardino. Route of 
this freeway is eight miles longer to the Cajon 
pass than is the route of the proposed “diag- 
onal” highway. This not only means eight 
miles more of very expensive construction but 
it also means the acquisition of very expensive 
right-of-way property through the heart of 
San Bernardino city. 

In the face of this extra cost of many, many 
millions of dollars, the new state freeway is 
scheduled to be: built—and the three supervis- 
ors turn a “cold shoulder” at the idea of build- 
ing the diagonal route. 

Relief of local highways is needed immedi- 
ately. Local “north and south” arteries are 
being crowded as truck drivers and other mo- 
torists incline north to get on to Foothill boule- 
vard, Highland avenue, and on to the Devore 
cut-off route. 

This flow of traffic will apparently increase 
with the completion of the Ramona freeway 
and the steady build up of southland traffic. 
A recent official traffic count showed 3,500 ve- 
hicles @aily use the Devore route, a big jump 
over Retsis counts. The present Devore 
route is narrow, and has many curves; yet its 
use steadily increases. 

Construction of the diagonal highway is 
recognized by many highway engineers as 
very essential in the solution of the truck and 
traffic problem in the citrus cities. 


It's Difficult to Change 
Federal Spending Habit 


At the November, 1952 elections, the voters 


indicated they wanted a change. 


In effect they said they were tired of the 
Korean stalemate, waste, corruption, inflation, 
unbalanced budgets. 

Twelve months later. the same people vot- 
ed to strengthen the Democratic majority in 
the congress. In another 12 months, it is likely 
Ike will be all but strangled with Democratic 
majorities in both houses. 

Why this marked change? 

When a family or business goes into debt 
too heavily, there is only one recourse: more 
work, more sacrifice, greater economy. 

Yet the members of Uncle Sam’s family 
have ng desire to be a part of such a program. 
As ag nation we are not interested in spending 
less, working harder and making qa greater 
sacrifice for the common cause. 

Commenting on this, New Hampshire’s Con- 
gressman, Norris Cotton, wrote: 

“A grange sends me a resolution against 
the lopping off of money for agriculture. A 
pulp company executive is concerned over the 
scaling down of forestry funds. A business 
association deplores the discontinuance of an 
industrial census. A nurseryman is worried 
about control of the Japanese beetle.” 

, An engineering firm, he says, complains 
about a reduction in Weather Bureau funds: 
“They forget that this bureau has expanded 
nearly 280 per cent in the decade and the wea- 
ther hasn't improved a bit.” 

Mr, Cotton is a member of the house ap- 
propriations committee and he knows a lot 
about what cuts are being made. He also 
wonders if, politically speaking, it’s all worth 
while. “An administration which deprives 
people of enough fancied benefits to put the 
nation on a pay-as-you-go basis,” he told his 
constituents in a@ recent letter, ‘is likely to be 
a hero in history but a dead pigeon now.” 

We sympatthize with Cotton and fellow 
legislators who are trying to carry out cam- 
paign promises to reduce costs, but habits are 
hard to break, even for individuals, and more 
so for a people collectively. And we have 
been spending like mad for 20 years, and 
much of that which we have spent has been 
borrowed money.

Being a good citizen is the aim of every 
local resident and every American. That be- 
ing the case EVERY local resident will then be. 
registered to vote during 1954. Then every 
local resident will VOTE at every election dur- 
ing the year. 

In fact, no person ever has any legitimate 
reason for not voting.

Feb. 18 is the deadline for register- 
ing for the city election.
